ment's God-Given Authority 


Every man drafted for the armed 
forces in America should go, first, 
because of the government’s God- 
given authority, which Christians 
must obey. Rom. 13:1, 2 says, “Let 
every soul be subject unto the high- 
er powers. For there is no power 
but of God: the powers that be are 
ordained of God. Whosoever, there- 
fore resisteth the power, resist- 


eth the ordinance of God: and they 
that resist shall receive to them- 
selves damnation.”’ 


You see we are clearly told that 
the government is of God, and that 
each Christian should obey the 
powers that be. One who does not 
shall receive condemnation, that is, 
shall be guilty before God and God 
will punish him for his sin. Every 
Christian must obey the govern- 
ment. 


Then verses 4 and 5 in the same 
chapter say, 


“For he (the ruler) is the minis- 
ter of God to thee for. good. But 
if thou do that which is evil,; be 
afraid; for he beareth not the 
sword in vain: for he is the min- 
ister of God, a revenger to exe- 
cute wrath upon him that doeth

Whipping Saved 


|Admiral Dewey 


From Lifeot Crime 


BY THE EDITOR 


An Indiana farmer in 1898 pub- 
lished the following remarkable 
story, telling how the boy who 
later became Admiral Dewey, the 
hero of Manila in the Spanish- 
American War, was an unprinci- 
pled bully as a boy, headed for a 
life of crime, and was saved for 
society by a genuine whipping. The 
whipping was delivered by Z. K. 
Pangborn, major in the Civil War 
and later congressman. The arti- 
cle follows: 


"Made a Man of Dewey” 


“Major Z. K. Pangborn of Jer- 
sey City, the only man who ever 
whipped Admiral George Dewey, 
was nominated for congress a few 
days ago by the Republicans of the 
Hudson Country District, New Jer- 
sey. Major Pangborn whipped 
Dewey while the latter was his a 
pil in a backwoods school ne 
Montpelier, Vermont, half a cen- 
tury ago. 

“When Dewey was a boy, Pang- 
born, according to his story, being 
then fresh from college, undertook 
the management of .a_ district 
school in Montpelier. The school 
had been in rebellion, and Dewey 
was the leader of the anti-teacher 
brigade. Several teachers had been 
removed, and one had been stood 
on his head in a snow bank. It was 
generally said in Montpelier that 
nobody could: govern that school. 
When Pangborn appeared the first 
day he noticed Dewey up a tree 
throwing stones at small boys. 

“*You’ve got to stop that,’ said 
the teacher sharply. 

“ ‘Go to blazes!’ retorted Dewey 
from his perch. 

“Pangborn provided himself 
with a rawhide, which he tucked 
away over the schoolhouse door, 
and then placed several clubs of 
good hickory on top of the pile in 
the old wood box. The following 


| day Pangborn was about to pun- 


ish some unruly scholars when 
Dewey stepped up to his desk and 
said: 

“*Look here, teacher, we’re go- 
ing to give you the best licking 
you ever had.’ 

“*Take your 
Pangborn. 

“Dewey shot out his right fist 
and it landed dangerously near 
Pangborn’s jaw. Instantly the 
teacher seized his rawhide, and 
Dewey was writhing under the 


seats,’ ordered 


| lash. When the other boys tried to 


go to Dewey’s help, the teacher 
seized the hickory clubs and with 
one piece in each hand struck the 
boys about him with such vigor 
that they soon ran. He gave it to 
Dewey~hot and heavy, and it was 
not long before the future con- 
queror of the Philippines was beg- 
ging for mercy for the first and 
only time in his life. That put an 
end to the rebellion. 

“Dewey and Pangborn have been 
warm friends ever since. Dewey re- 
cently said to the Major: ‘TI shall 
never cease to be grateful to you. 


| You made a man of me. But for 
| the thrashing you gave me, I would 


probably be a state prisoner.’”

THE WORLD’S SIN 
LAID ON JESUS 


By EVANGELIST CHARLES E. FULLER 


(Preached on Old Fashioned Re- 
vival Hour, Sunday Night, March 
1, 1942.

And now with your Bibles turn 
to the fifty-third chapter of Isaiah. 
Let us meditate together upon the 
sixth verse, “‘All we like sheep 
have gone astray; we have turned 
every one to his own way; and the 
Lord hath laid on him the inigq- 
uity of us all.” The prophecy of 
Isaiah was telling in a vivid man- 
ner the sufferings of Christ and the 
glory which shall follow. It is in- 
teresting to note that these sixty- 
six chapters of Isaiah are divided 
into two major sections as follows: 
chapters one to thirty-nine, and 
then chapters forty to sixty-six. It 
may help you to remember this by 
reminding you that there are six- 
ty-six books in the Bible, thirty- 
nine in the Old Testament, and 
thirty-nine ehapters in the first sec- 
tion of Isaiah. There are twenty- 


r | Seven books in the New Testament, 


and twenty-seven chapters in the 
second section of Isaiah. 


Well, let’s go just a little bit 
further in this interesting treas- 
ure hunt. In this second section of 
Isaiah, forty to. sixty-six, the mid- 
way or halfway chapter is the fif- 
ty-third, the great cross, or the 
Calvary chapter, foretelling the 
substitutionary work of God’s be- 
loved Son on Calvary’s cross, dy- 
ing in the sinner’s place and stead. 
So one might make the applica- 
tion that the very heart and center 
of the New Testament as in these 
twenty-seven chapters of Isaiah, is 
the cross of Christ. In fact, this is 


proven very forcibly. Paul says in 
I Corinthians 2:2, ‘For I deter- 
mined not to know any thing 
among you, save Jesus Christ, and 
him crucified.’”’ It is interesting to

shop; and then on Calvary’s cross

Verse 3 speaks very forcibly that 
He was despised and rejected of 
men — a man of sorrows.

Did you notice that Jesus said, 
“I am the door’? Not a door, not 
one of the doors, but the door. He 
is the only door, there is no other. 

Not long ago while in a revival 
meeting, I went with the. pastor 
into the office of the gas company 
to pay his bill. After the friendly 
clerk had waited on him, the pas-

tor introduced me to her and in- 
vited her to come out to the meet- 
ing. She thanked him and assured 
him she would be there, and then 
turning to me, she said something 
like this: “I will be glad to hear 
you preach, Brother Rice, although 
I am not a Baptist. But I have 
always said that the Baptists, 
Methodists, Presbyterians, and all 
the other denominations are going 
to Heaven — we are all going to 
the same place but are taking a 
different road to get there!” But 
this is not so! In the first place, 


no one is saved because he belongs .- 4 


to a local church, and in the second 
place, all who go to Heaven go 
there the same way, and that. way 
is Jesus. 

There are many, many Scrip- 
tures that tell us we are saved only 
through the Lord Jesus Christ. Je- 
sus said, “I am the way, the truth, 
and the life: No man cometh unto 
the Father, but by me” (John 14:

: The government is for God, 
Should be- regarded by Christians 
as God’s benevolent plan for our 
good, and is actually the minister 
_ of God! Remember that this was 
' written to Christians whose rulers 
were not Christians, but idolatrous 
heathen men. If they needed to be 
subject to the wicked Roman em- 
perors, then how much more 
should we obey the government of 

the United States, a democracy 
under freedom and good laws! And 
Christians are told that even in 
bearing the sword, the ruler is 
God’s minister. So in war, Chris- 
tians should be subject to law, ear- 
nestly obeying the government. No 
one is a good Christian who is a 
traitor to his country, or a rebel 
against its laws. 
God has appoirtted governments 
to put down crime. In this particu- 
lar war, no doubt, He has raised up 
America to help put down the op- 
_ pression and rule of bloodthirsty 
_ Hitler and his murdering armies 
by which he hoped to conquer the 
world. Thank God for America, 
which, under God, we believe will 
stop Hitler and the Japs. I believe 
the governments of America, Eng- 
land, China, and even of Russia in 
this particular matter, have been 
appointed by God to stop the mad 
conquests of the bandit nations. 
Christians are commanded to obey 
» > the government, and that means 
‘military service when necessary. 
Otherwise no good government

Second, not a single Scripture 
forbids a Christian to go to war 
_for his nation when ordered to do 
‘so by his legitimate government, 
but many Scriptures infer that be- 
ing a soldier may please God. 

Pacifists refer to Jesus’ com- 
mand to Peter in Matthew 26:52; 
Saying, “Put up again thy sword 
into his place: for all they that 
take the sword shall perish with 
~~ the sword.”’ But there, notice,’Pe- 
ter was trying to use his sword 
| against the government, not for it. 
"| He was fighting legitimate author- 
) ~ ity, and that is forbidden to Chris- 
_tiagns. All who take up the sword 
against his own God-appointed 
government is to be put to death 
as a rebel, just as Pilate executed 
the Galileans who were rebels, 
whose execution Jesus tacitly com- 
' mended in Luke 13:1-3. But Jesus 
had plainly told them to take 
Swords with them, “And they said, 
Lord, behold here are two swords. 
And he said unto them, It is 
enough.” (Luke 22:38). Jesus al- 
lowed them to take swords, but 
not to oppose the appointed gov- 
ernment. Jesus never opposed sol- 
diers obeying the government. In 
fact, when John the Baptist was 
preaching, soldiers asked him “And 
what shall we do?” John’s answer 
was surely inspired of God, and he

said, ‘Do violence to no man, nei- 
ther accuse any falsely; and be 
content with your wages’ .(Luke 
3:14). The word violence means 


diers, being hardened.and reckless 


ly, which was wrong. Representing 
the law as Roman soldiers, no 
doubt they appeared in court 
against others often and often ac- 
cused others falsely. And they, like 
soldiers today, often grumbled at 
their pay. John told them these 
things were wrong. But he did not 
say these converted soldiers should 
now refuse to serve longer. Rather, 
they were to stay in the army, and 
be content with their wages! If 
God wanted us to think it was 
wrong for a Christian-to be a sol- 
dier, why didn’t He put it in the 
Bible there? 

Acts, chapter 10, tells us of the 
glorious conversion of a Roman 
army captain, the centurion Cor- 
nelius. Peter told him what to do, 
commanded him to be. baptized, 
and left. Others, private soldiers, 
were saved at the same time. Yet 
not a word was said to them about 
quitting the army. There is not a 
hint that they were sinning in 
serving the Roman Empire as sol- 
diers. If the New Testament Chris- 
tians were not to obey their gov- 
ernment as soldiers, why then was 
nothing said here to that effect? 
No, not in a single place in the 
Bible are Christians forbidden to 
serve their country as soldiers. 


Christians are plainly told that 
we are not to use the sword, nor 
any other of the weapons of this 
world in spreading the gospel. The 


men Christians, after the Catholic 
idea, was wrong. That is not the 
way to make Christians. So the 
Bible says about this spiritual war- 
fare, soul winning work, that “The 
weapons of our warfare are not 
carnal, but mighty through God to 
the pulling down of strongholds’”’ 
(II Corinthians 10:4). We do not 
get out the gospel by governmen- 
tal processes. Preachers are min- 
isters of God in the pulpit, preach- 


ing the gospel. Rulers are minis- 


ters of God putting down crime. 
Each has a separate place and sep- 
arate method. We win souls with 
the Bible. But the governmnt is to 
punish murderers by the electric 
chair, and stop Hitler with guns, 
planes, tanks and men, under the 
direction of the government. 


Soldiers have a good name in the 
Bible, and Christians are admon- 
ished, ‘Thou’ therefore ~ endure 
hardness, as a good soldier of Je- 
sus Christ. ” (I. Tim.:2:3). Paul, 
ready to go to meet the Lord, 
writes exultantly, “I have fought 
a good fight.” Christians are com- 
manded to “put on the whole ar- 
mor of God,” and sword, shield, 
helmet, breastplate, etc., are men- 
tioned. That great old song, “On- 
ward Christian soldiers, marching 
as to war” has been accused of be- 
ing warlike, but really it simply 
carries out the idea of many Scrip- 
tures. I say there is no reproach 
in the Bible against good soldiers 
who serve their OoumryY lawfully

May we fo- 
cus our attention especially upon 
verse 6, and may the Holy Spirit 
enlighten and take the things of 
Christ and reveal them unto us.

PRAYER: “Our Father, as we 
come to this marvelous verse, Isa- 
iah 53:6, we pray that the Holy 
Spirit may direct our thoughts and 
give us the words and again take 
the things of Christ and reveal 
them unto us.

Verse 6: “‘All we like sheep have 
gone astray; we have turned every 
one to his own way; and the Lord 
hath laid on him the iniquity of 
us all.” Now just three things: 
first of all, a few words by way of 
exposition, and a few words by 
way of application, and then a few 
words by way of contemplation. 


The Exposition — What This 


Verse Means 

This verse opens with a confes- 
sion of sin common to all persons. 
Notice it: “All we like sheep have 
gone astray.’’ And then notice also, 
it is special and particular: “we 
have turned every one to his own 
way” — a drunkard to his way, a 
murderer to his way,.a thief: to 
his way. And here is confession 
without reservation; no excuse is 
offered — it is right to the point; 
“All we like sheep have gone 
astray; we have turned every one 
to his own way.” Like sheep, par- 
ticularly, positively, willfully, fool- 
ishly, without power. to return, we 
have all gone astray. I don’t care 
who you are, wherever you are lis- 
tening in, you are in.this class. All 
have gone astray. 

Now let me put this verse in an- 
other way by way of exposition. I 
read it as follows: “Jehovah hath 
made to meet on Him the iniquity 
of us all” or has caused to strike 
on Him your sin and my sin. And 
the first thought that demands our 
attention is the fact of the meting 
out of sin. In Romans 5:12 we read 
as follows: “Wherefore, as. by one 
man sin entered into the world, 
and death’ by sin; and so death 
passed upon all men, for that all 
have sinned.’ Here we have a 
straight - from - the - shoulder 


trance of sin into this old world. 
But, blessed be God, according to 
our text the Lord has laid upon 
Christ the iniquity of us all. All 
sin from Adam to the end of time 
has been concentrated upon God’s 
beloved Son, the Lord Jesus Christ. 
He was made sin who knew no sin 
that you and I might be made 
righteousness, or have imputed 
righteousness to our account.

“He that believeth on him is 
not condemned: but he that be- 
lieveth not is condemned already, 
because he hath not believed in the 
name of the only begotten Son of 
God.” I tell you if you do not trust 
Christ that He took your sins on 
Calvary’s cross, then your iniqui- 
ties remain on you and you are 
under condemnation. “He that be- 
lieveth on the Son hath everlast- 
ing life: and he that believeth not 
the Son shall not see life; but the 
wrath of God abideth on him,” 
literally “hangeth over him.” Ands 
the same wrath that was poured 
out upon Christ to pay the penalty 
for sin will be poured out upon 
you individually. And will you be 
able to stand in the day of. His 
wrath in your own righteousness, 
in your own little filthy rags of 
righteousness? God forbid. May 
you see that there is only one place 
of eternal safety and hiding, and 
that is in the cross of Christ and 
in, the ark of safety; and may you 
come through the one door of the 
ark, Christ, and Christ alone. 


God’s Word says, ‘Repent and 
believe the gospel.” Confess your 
sins and believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ; “and thou shalt be saved.” 
Oh, don’t tell me that you mean 
to bear your sins alone, to bear 
your own iniquities throughout 
eternal ages; for He says, “It is 
a fearful thing to fall into the 
hands of the living God.” 

And the Lord Jesus is coming 
some day to take vengeance on 
them that know not God and that 
obey not the gospel. God is not| boo

day He says, “If you will hear my 
voice, harden not your hearts,” but 
repent and believe.

Calvary’s cross, repenting of my 
sins, confessing my sins, and pray- 
ing the penitent sinner’s prayer, 
saying, “Lord, be merciful to me a 
sinner and save me for Christ’s 
sake.” You read the sixth chap- 
ter of the book of Revelation and 
see what will happen in the days 
to come when God’s Son comes as 
the wrath of God to take ven- 
geance, how the kings and the 
priests and the high men and the 
bond and the free will cry for the 
mountains and the rocks to fall 
upon them to hide them from the 
wrath of Almighty God. But there 
is only one place of hiding, and 
that is under the shed blood. But 
you can escape, for Christ stood in 


your place and stead and the Lord. 
laid on Him the iniquity of us all. 


What Does It Mean to Him? 
And to You? — 


Now in the closing few minutes 
let’s do some contemplating. There 
are four things I want you to be 
thinking \about. Here it is — and 
it staggers me, it simply dumb- 
founds me when I begin to think 
of this — the astounding mass of 
sin that must Have been laid on Je- 
sus at Calvary. Think of your own 
sins heavy upon you, how once you 
were afar off without hope, oh, 
such a load of condemnation! You 
said you would die if no relief was 
in sight. Then multiply that sin, 
that awful load of condemnation 
by the millions of murderers,

And listen, think of the amaz- 
ing love of Jesus which brought 
‘Him to do all this. Romans 5:6- 
8 says this: “For when we were 
yet without strength, in due time 
Christ died for the ungodly. For 
scarcely for a righteousnes man 
will one die: yet peradventure for 
a good man some would even dare 
to die. But God commendeth his 
love toward us, in that, while we 
were yet sinners, Christ died for 
us.” Those four words, “Christ 
died for us” — nothing whatever 
will merit such love for sinners— 
unlovely, unattractive. -But God 
loved us and gave His Son for us. 


There is nothing so filthy in all 
this world as a filthy sinner. You 
read Romans 3:10 and on and 
you will see what a picture God 
gives of the sinning heart. Yet 
when: there was not a ray of beau- 
ty, not a spark of divinity, wholly 
morally depraved, undone, hope- 
lessly lost Christ died for us to 
quicken us and raise us and to 
present us some day faultless, spot- 
less, without spot or wrinkle before 
His throne. And in the ages to 
come He is going to show His ex- 
ceeding kindness toward them that 
are in Christ Jesus. Friend of mine, 
how can you live one single hour 
without the blessed Lord Jesus as 
your Saviour? How can you do it? 
It is beyond me. Because Jesus 
died for me ahd rose again, I shall 
never die, but live forever. And 
some day, if Jesus tarries, the word 
will go out that Charles E. Fuller 
is dead, Don’t you believe it! I 
will be more alive than ever, for 
the moment that I leave this earth- 
ly tabernacle, I will depart to be 
with Christ, which is far better. 
And this old body which daily out- 
wardly perisheth will be laid away 


_ in the grave, to crumble back to 


dust. But then when Jesus comes 
for His own, this body of my hu- 
miliation will be fashioned like un- 
to His glorious body. 


. What does all this mean to you? 
‘To you who are saved it is precious 
to realize that Christ voluntarily 
went to the cross and took upon 
Himself your sin and my sin. It is 
precious. Wonderful gospel! — 
To you who are unsaved what 
does it mean? If you reject — ev- 
erlasting separation. And how can 
you go on any longer sinning bear-

when there is forgiveness, pardon, 
rest, joy and peace that passeth 
all understanding in Christ Jesus? 
I beg of you as I close this mes- 
Sage to accept Christ as your per- 
sonal Saviour, and accept Him 
now.

Then you who are bought with a 
price, you are no longer your own.’ 
Will you tell others’? It can only 
be told by you. Serve Him gladly 
day and night and give of your- 
self, your substance and do the 
work of an evangelist; and let’s 
See a Sweeping revival before Je- 
sus comes, 


But to those who are out of 
Christ, oh, don’t harden your 
hearts, don’t turn away and reject 
the blessed Son of God’s work on 
Calvary’s cross. “God so loved the 
world, that He gave His only be- 
gotten Son that whosoever believ- 
eth in Him should not perish but 
have everlasting life.” 


May we look to God’s Word. 
“Surely He hath borne -our griefs, 
and carried our sorrows: yet we 
did esteem him stricken, smitten of 
God and afflicted.

Thousands said 
with Patrick Henry, “Give me lib- 
erty or give me death.’ The free- 
dom of the seas was guaranteed at 
a terrific cost. Then these heroes, 
these ancestors of ours, formed this 
er government, our priceless 

claration of Independence and 
our Constitution and our Institu- 
tions. Texas, New Mexico, and Ari- 
zon gained their freedom from 
Mexico at price of much blood. The 
terrible four years of Civil War 
made negro slaves free and united 
independent states into one nation 
forever. Any man who. lives in 
America and does not treasure the 
privileges he enjoys, is unworthy 
of his country. Certainly any such 
man could not be a good Christian. 
It is a sad thing to hear Christians 
complaining about having to do 
with two teaspoonfuls of sugar in 
their coffee, complaining of tire 
and .gas rationing, as if that was 
too much to pay for the privilege 
of being an American citizen. We 
ought to be willing to live, to fight, 
and if necessary, to die for Amer- 
ica. Paul said, “I am a debtor.”’ So 
are we all debtors, debtors partic- 
ularly to America. We owe it to 
our forefathers to be faithful. We 
owe it to our children that they 
might have the same opportunities 
which we have. This is a Chris- 
tian duty. 

How will the unsaved world re- 
spect Christians who want to en- 
joy all American privileges but 
want other men to die to guaran- 
tee their freedom ? 

I read the other day a long pam- 
phiet written on the theme that 
while governments are necessary 
and wars of defense should be 
fought, they ought all be fought by 
people not Christians. According to 
the author, Christians should live 
in the land and be too good to fight 
while unsaved men should fight and 
if need be, die to protect America 
for the Christians! 

No, if Christians are to live in 
America, then they should carry 
their part of the load. Christians 
should take their responsibility as 
citizens, should help maintain good 
government, should help to put 
down crime, should help to support 
the law. And wherever called upon 
by the government, they should be 
just as ready to fight and if need 
be, die, to maintain America’s free- 
dom as any lost sinner should be.

And history furnishes some shin- 
ing examples of great Christians 
who were soldiers. Lincoln waS a 
soldier in the Black Hawk war and 
President of the United States dur- 
ing the Civil War, commander-in- 
chief of the armies. Stonewall 
Jackson was a devout Christian, 
greatly loved and respected. Rob- 
ert E. Lee was one of the greatest 
Christian gentlemen that America 
ever produced, without a flaw in 
his character. In his case there was, 
no matter of hate nor animosity, 
but of generous love and daily 
prayer as he tried to do what 
seemed to him right. General Lee 
said, “I have fought against the 
people of the North because I be- 
lieve they were trying to wrest 
from the South dearest rights. But 
I have never cherished toward 
them bitter or vindictive feelings, 
and have never seen the day when 
I did not pray for them.” And 
George Washington, the father of 
his country, whose brilliant and no- 
ble character is admired around 
the world, was a great soldier, but 


he was a great Christian soldier. 
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I have no doubt that George Wash- t.. 
ington, kneeling in the snow to a 
pray at Valley Forge, did more 
good to free America from the heel 
of the tyrant than he did in any 
one battle. 


Yes, men may be Christian men, 
humble men, peace-loving men, 
meek in spirit, soul-winning, Bible- 
reading, Spirit-filled men even in 
war, by God’s help. And wherever 
we go we must go as the servants 
and children of God to do His will, 
“with malice toward none; with 
charity for all,” as the great war- 
president, Lincoln, devoutly said.

lll, Freedom in Christ 


The last part of our text says, 
“And shall go in and out and find 
pasture.” 

Notice how the words, “in and 
out” speak of freedom! One of the 
biggest lies out of Hell is that old 
tale of how much one must “give 
up” to become a Christian. Young 
people, especially, are often con- 
cerned about this and will not be 
saved because they believe their 
pleasure will be limited. But ac- 
tually, the very opposite is true! 
One can find freedom only in 
Christ! Jesus plainly said, ‘‘And 
ye shall know the truth, and the 
truth shall make you free.” (John 
8:32). 

There is no real honest-to-good- 
ness freedom in the world except 
the freedom Jesus gives, for sin is 
binding. Ask Samson, he will tell 
you! Ask some drug addict; -he 
knows! Ask a drunkard; he has 
found out! Inquire of one with an 
uncontrollable temper; he has 
learned! I repeat, sin is binding— 
one who is in sin is hog tied and 
hobbled! There is no freedom of 
mind, no peace of heart, and no 
liberty in life! Freedom, Man, is 
found only in Jesus. 


IV. Provision in Christ 


Nor is the salvation of your soul, 
and the freedom from sin all one 
receives who puts his trust in the 
Lord Jesus. Just as the shepherd 
not only watches over his sheep to 
secure their safety, but also finds 
pasture for them, so, we are told 
here, the sheep who commit their 
ways to Christ, the Good Shepherd, 
will ‘find pasture.” It is good to 
know that God will provide for the:
